DAVID SHOPPEN Chippewa 


Chief David Shoppenagons was born near the Saginaw River in 1807. 
He first came to Grayling with his son in the Fa)l of 1875 to hunt deer. 
Finding game plentiful in Crawford County he decided to bring his fam- 
ily from Swan Creek in Saginaw County to Grayling in the Spring of 1876. 

His family consisted of his wife, a son Thomas, and four daughfers; 
Nancy, Hatty, Mary and Cora. Gnly a grandson Edward was believed to 
have survived Shoppenagons and his mother Nancy. Tho Chief’s Grand. 
father took part in the signing of the Greenvillo Treaty in 1795, which 
was between the United States and the Indians, Although he went by the 
name Shoppenagons here, he told some friends in Grayling that his real 
“name“was-Shop.Nee-Gaunse, meaning “Sewing Needle“ in the Chippewa 
language. SE REISE a RRA AEST 

The family lived in a Wigwam at the Mouth of the East Branch of the 
AuSable Hiver, about one half-mile from Grayling. Later Mr. Rasmus 
Hanson gave Shoppenagons enough lumber to build a house on a lot on 
the River near the US-27 Bridge in Grayling, on the site of Mrs. Lillian 
Houghion's present home. 

David Shoppenagons made a living by hunting, fishing and guiding. 
Mr, “Rube” Babbitt often hired him as he was a good boatman and could 
entertain fishing parties around the campfire at night with Indian stories, 
He could Build a good canoo and make a fine paddle”. He was a famil- 
iar figure at Lumbermen’s Conventions, enfertaining with Indian dances 
and War Whoops. He wore moccasins on his feet, trousers outside of his 
shirt, and on gala occassions a Feather Head Dress and a double cres- 
cent suspended from his neck. ‘ 

The Chief hated Liquor and firmly believed in a Life Beyond the 
Grave. On Christmas Day in 1911 Grayling’s respected Indian Chief pass- 
ed to his “Happy Hunting Grounds”. The Shoppemagon Inn and Chief 
Brand Maple Flooring were named to honor him. _ ‘

Grayling Schools = 
Grayling’s first public school, a cedar shanty built by the Jack- 
son, Lansing & Saginaw Railroad Co. for its men's use, was located 


where the Michigan Central roundhouse stood. Mary Haskins of 
Kalkaska was the first teacher, and her four students were: Ella 
Hooker, Jim Hartwick, Bert Nelson and Sam Eston. The old Mer- 
cantile building, once an opera house, was also used as a school. The 
first schoolhouse constricted for that purpose was the present town- 
ship hall, then located at the present site of Mrs, Nels Olson's home 
on Peninsular Street. The first teacher inrit-was-Mes
